The negro's plea for treating his 
master's fruit as his own is^foe same 
as’lhil^ which- foe Hebrews may be sup­ 
posed to have used when 'reproaqhed 
with appropriating to their own use 
the jewelry of their Egyptain task-mas- 
ters. A garden, therefore, not under 
the immediate and watchful eye of the 
master, was apt to prove unprofitable 
property.

Poor Richard says: “The eye of a 
master will do more work than both 
his hands." 
“Not to oversee workmen is to leave 
them with your purse open.**

than any of these. The garden that is 
near to the master will receive the la­ 
bor ánd the thought of many of his 
spare moments in the day,. when other 
employmente arer Suspended, which 
would not be the éáse if the garden 
were more remote.
